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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not disclose or fairly suggest a handheld device with a housing, a light source, an output 
aperture and a diffuser, the device providing power sufficient to effect hair removal, yet the 
diffused light being below levels recognized as safe for use without eye protection. The device 
meets the maximum permissible exposure as set forth in international standards based on 
formulas recognized by the standards for calculating such exposure. International Publication 
WO/03/049633 to Slatkine discloses a laser device that is described as being eye safe. 
Applicant provided two Rule 132 Declarations from leading authorities that effectively negate 
Slatkine by proving mathematically that Slatkine cannot meet the standards based on the 
disclosed power and fluence in WO/03/049633. Additional declarations by physicians declare 
the device has been independently certified as a Class 1 laser (eye safe) under the standards 
set by the Center for Devices and Radiological Health of the U. S. Government and approved by 
the FDA for laser hair removal as a Class 1 laser.
